Nova Scotians can expect a 
small concession for small 
business and a projected 
$370-million deficit in next 
week’s provincial budget. 

Finance Minister Gra¬ 
ham Steele told the Halifax 
Chamber of Commerce yes¬ 
terday the governing NDP 
will reduce the small busi¬ 
ness tax rate by 0.5 per cent 
to four per cent. 

“We think that’s a great 
move to support our hard 
working small business 
owners,” Steele said. 

It’s the second year in a 
row the government re¬ 
duced the tax by half a 
point. 

Steele also revealed the 
2011-12 deficit will indeed 
be in the $370-million 
range, as forecast in Steele’s 
December budget update. 

The fiscal year coming to 
a close on Friday will see a 
$97-million surplus, putting 
the province temporarily 
back in black ink. That 
number was also predicted 
in December, and is mostly

And in war, rape is within 
that realm as well. The one

abuse of) children.” 

Little is known about 
what sparked Williams’ 
double life and turned him 
into a predator. The book 
argues Williams’ sense of 
shame, strong emotions 
and close personal attach¬ 
ments set him apart from 
most serial killers. 

Investigators and justice 
officials realized Williams 
cared about his wife, the 
military and his cats — 
emotions that break with 
the traditional profile of a 
sociopath, the book reads.

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EU talks stall on banning cloned food animals 


European Union negotia¬ 
tors yesterday abandoned 
widely popular new legis¬ 
lation that would have 
banned cloning animals 
to produce food, after all- 
night talks bogged down 
in disagreement. 

Last-ditch negotiations 
ended at 7 a.m. after rep¬ 


resentatives of the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament and the 
EU governments could 
not find a compromise on 
how to treat the offspring 
of cloned animals — de¬ 
spite overwhelming 
agreement on banning 
food from the actual 
clone. 


The collapse of talks 
caps three years of back 
and forth between the 
parliament and the Euro¬ 
pean Council, which rep¬ 
resents the 27 EU states, 
on the so-called “novel 
food” regulation. 

It leaves the EU with its 
1997 law that requires

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German man 
kidnapped— 
and brought 
to justice 

A retired German doctor 
who was kidnapped and 
left in front of a French 
courthouse on the orders 
of a grieving father went 
on trial in Paris yesterday 
over the killing of a 
teenage girl 29 years ago. 

The unusual trial is the 
culmination of a decades- 
long battle between two 
men, in two countries, 
now both in their 70s. But 
it also raises larger ques¬ 
tions — about cross-bor¬ 
der justice in the 
borderless European 
Union, and whether the 
father was right to tiy to 
take justice into his own 
hands. 

Defence lawyers asked 
the judge to suspend the 
proceedings and seek a 
European Court of Justice 


ruling on whether the tri¬ 
al is valid. A decision on 
that request was 
postponed until today. 

Dieter Krombach lived 
in freedom for years in 
Germany after his 
stepdaughter, Kalinlca 
Bamberslci, a 15-year-old 
with wavy blond hair and 
a shy smile, was found 
dead in her bed in July 
1982 in his home in Ger¬ 
many. The girl and her 
mother had moved in 
with Krombach after the 
girl’s parents separated. 

The girl’s father, Andre 
Bamberslci, believes that 
Krombach gave his 
daughter a dangerous in¬ 
jection to make her lose 
consciousness so he could 
rape her, leading to her 
death, Bamberslci’s 
lawyers say.

Mad caps drive up 
Internet bills: Netflix 


O ISPs should not charge dollars per 
gigabyte in overage fees, CEO says 


Canadian Internet 

providers are using data 
caps to inflate their profits, 
not provide better service, 
says Reed Hastings, CEO of 
Netflix. 

The video-streaming 
company has released a 
plan to combat low down¬ 
loading allowances, but 
Hastings said yesterday 
that customers shouldn’t 
have to ration their data 
use. The true cost of that 
data is less than a penny 
per gigabyte and shrinking, 
he said, though Internet 
providers have disputed 
that figure. 

On Monday, Netflix 
reeled out options to con¬ 
serve data consumption. 
Users can still watch a 
movie or TV show with the 
best available quality, 
which can take more than 
two gigabytes per hour to 
stream. But a new default

setting — at a lesser quality 
— will consume only 300 
megabytes an hour. 

With the new setting, 
watching 30 hours of con¬ 
tent a month would trans¬ 
fer about nine gigabytes of 
data, which Hastings notes 
would come under the caps 
of most Internet plans. 

U.S.-based Netflix, which 
launched in Canada in Sep¬ 
tember, is on track to add 
its one-millionth Canadian 
customer this summer.

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IT'S THE END OF RELIGION AS WE KNOW IT 



Lost in the manufactured 
frenzy of the fourth federal 
election call in seven years 
is a much more important 
story. 

A ccording to a mathe¬ 
matical formula de¬ 
vised by a bunch of 
professors, Canada is 
one of nine countries 
losing its religion. 
The others include the usual 
godless suspects: The 
Netherlands, the Czech Republic 
and Finland, but included a cou¬ 
ple of surprises, such as Ireland, 
which has only recently 
emerged from mandatoiy cate¬ 
chism classes, and Switzerland, 
land of theologians. Australia 
and New Zealand, who have 
already sent the Queen packing, 
are also in danger of tossing God 


off the cart. 

It’s a progression and if we 
keep telling the census we don’t 
belong to any organized religion, 
there eventually won’t be any or¬ 
ganized religion. It’s a self-fulfill¬ 
ing prophecy, which explains 
perhaps why the Harper Govern¬ 
ment (trademark registered), a 
champion of organized religion, 
sank the long census form and 
its snoopy religion questions. 

Don’t ask, don’t tell. 

If you are a regular churchgo¬ 
er, you won’t like the way it’s go¬ 
ing. More than half of young 
Canadians aged 15 to 29 claim to 
have no religious identity. In 100 
years, we will all be sleeping in 
Sunday morning. 

The same thing is going on, 
though to a lesser degree, in the 
more God-fearing U.S., where 25 
to 30 per cent of 20-somethings 
have no religious affiliation. 


The reason? They’re tired of 
right-wing geezers hijacking the 
agenda and are voting with their 
feet. 

Speaking of right-wing 
geezers, Pope Benedict XVI is 
still making pronouncements 
from the Vatican. 

I suppose that’s his 
prerogative when it comes to 
matters moral, although recent 
musings on condoms from a 
celibate 83-year-old white guy 
didn’t do much to enlighten 
the faithful. 

But that hasn’t stifled his en¬ 
thusiasm for pronouncements. 
Not long ago, he dabbled in 
quantum physics and claimed to 
have it on good authority that 
God was behind the Big Bang — 
the creation of the universe. 

You have to ask: How does he 
know? Especially because 
Stephen Hawking, the world’s 


foremost quantum physicist, 
says the universe was able to 
kick-start itself thanks to the law 
of gravity. No God involved. 

Take it on my authority, says 
the Pope, but according to the 
aforementioned professors, just 
sayin’ it doesn’t do it any more. 

Too bad that hasn’t stopped 
Hawking himself from making 
baseless pronouncements not 
grounded in science: He warned 
recently that humankind should 
avoid contact with aliens at all 
costs, since they’re likely to be 
equipped with superior firepow¬ 
er — and hostile.

That’s the conclusion 
of new research from the 
University of British 
Columbia that says 
people are inspired to do 
good by reading media 
stories about selfless acts 
by Good Samaritans, 
instead of negative 
stories. 

Lead author Karl 
Aquino says the news me¬ 
dia has a tendency to cel¬ 
ebrate bad behaviour, 
citing the coverage of the 
recent exploits of Charlie 
Sheen and articles that fo¬ 
cus on crime. 

He said four separate 
studies found a direct 
link between a person’s 


exposure to media 
accounts of extraordinary 
virtue and their yearning 
to change the world. 

In one experiment, 
people exposed to stories 
of uncommon goodness 
gave 24 per cent more 
money to charity than 
those exposed to reports 
that were merely 
positive. 

Aquino said the 


findings could have 
implications in crisis situ¬ 
ations like the recent dis¬ 
asters in Japan, because 
focusing on examples of 
extraordinary goodness 
within the crisis may be a 
more effective way to en¬ 
courage people to help 
than inundating them 
with stories of 
desperation.

Finally, years later he 
played the narrator in the 
Ranlcin/Bass stop motion 
animated The Easter Bun¬ 
ny’s Coming to Town. Set 
in Kidville, the most 
child-friendly place on 
earth, it is the stoiy of 
how the Easter Bunny 
came to be.

It’s a perfect main course 
and best with good-quality 
raw tuna. You can, howev¬ 
er, substitute canned tuna 
packed in water. 

Preparation: 

1 Preheat oven to 425 °F. 
Line a baking sheet with 
foil and lightly coat it 
with cooking spray. 

2 Place potatoes, 

tomatoes, onions and 
asparagus on baking 
sheet. Lightly coat veg¬ 
etables with cooking 
spray and bake for 10 
minutes. Turn tomatoes 
and asparagus after 5 
minutes, and remove 
from oven after 10 min¬ 
utes. Continue cooking 
red onion for another 5 
minutes, then remove 
from the oven.

• 3 Tbsp chopped fresh dill

Lemon Pudding Cake 

I love any dessert with 
lemon flavouring. This one 
has the texture of a souffle 
but is slightly more dense. 
The pudding cake texture 
is unusual. During baking, 
the cake tends to separate. 
The top layer bakes as a 
cake and the bottom layer 
has a pudding consistency. 
It's incredibly moist. 

Preparation: 

1 Preheat the oven to 
350°F. Lightly coat an 8- 
inch-square baking pan 
with cooking spray. 

2 In a large bowl and us¬ 
ing a whisk or electric 
beater, beat the egg 
yolks with 2/3 cup sugar 
until the mixture is thick 
and pale yellow. With a 
wooden spoon, stir in 
the yogurt, lemon zest, 
lemon juice and flour. 

3 In another bowl and us¬ 
ing clean beaters, beat 
the egg whites with the 


cream of tartar until 
they are foamy. Gradual¬ 
ly add the 3 Tbsp sugar, 
continuing to beat until 
stiff peaks form. Fold 
the mixture into the bat¬ 
ter just until blended. 
Pour it into the baking 
dish. 

Set the baking dish into 
a larger baking dish. 
Pour in enough hot wa¬ 
ter to reach halfway up 
the side of the smaller 
dish. Bake for 25 to 30 
minutes or until the 
cake is golden and the 
top is firm to the touch. 
Serve immediately.

With the news of Lisa 
LaFlamme replacing Lloyd

But the recent symposium 
held at Ryerson University 
in Toronto on March 22, 
Women in the Field, uncov¬ 
ered otherwise. 

Panelists focused on the 
ongoing struggle for equal 
treatment in the newsroom 
while addressing topics 
ranging from parenthood 
and success to international 
assignments and occupa¬ 
tional stability. 

Kathy English, public ed¬ 
itor at the Toronto Star, said 
most women she’s spoken 
to feel there is still a glass 


ceiling holding women 
back in the industry. 

“These days any inequali¬ 
ty you experience is subtle, 
[and with women] there is a 
sense of don’t rock the 
boat,” said English. “It’s 
easy to say look how bad it 
used to be, but it’s not good 
enough yet.” 

Although there is an in¬ 
creasing presence of 
women in newsrooms and 
journalism schools, pan¬ 
elists agreed executive posi¬ 
tions are still very much 
held by older, white males. 

“The reality is that men 
are still in charge in much 
of the world and women 
continue to defer to them,” 
said Karen Levine, docu¬ 
mentary editor at CBC. 

CBC director Sadia Za- 
man knows all too well 
how discrimination, not on¬ 


ly against sex but also race, 
can put constraints on op¬ 
portunities. 

“It’s very discouraging as 
a woman of colour in this 


industry,” Zaman said. “If 
you are a woman of colour, 
you will not see yourself in 
the executive positions 
here in Canada.”

About a half dozen kids 
wearing shorts and T-shirts 
gather around Tyson Cave 
at a Halifax boxing club. 
Some look sheepish, oth¬ 
ers confused. 

The 29-year-old accom¬ 
plished boxer isn’t about to 
go easy on his young stu¬ 
dents, who’ve come after 
school to learn the basics 
of the contact sport. 

While running laps, 
Cave caught one boy slow¬ 
ing to a walk. Now every¬ 
one has to do 20 pushups 
to make up for it. 

“Boxing is a very dedi¬ 
cated sport and I tell all my 
kids if you’re not dedicated 
100 per cent, you’re in the 
wrong sport,” says Cave, a 
multi-time national ama¬ 
teur champion with a 14-1 
record as a professional. 

“I decided to dedicate 
myself 120 per cent so 
therefore I was successful.” 

The Halifax native, 
who’s known as the Prince 
of Hali in boxing circles, 
works as a head coach at 
Paloolca’s Boxing Club. Five 
days a week, the facility of¬ 
fers free boxing and mixed 
martial arts classes for 
youth between the ages of 
12 and 18. 

He says the purpose of 
the after-school program is 
to give all youth - regard¬ 
less of background - a 
place to go, make friends, 
learn responsibility and 
stay out of trouble and off 
the streets. 

The club, owned by well- 
known Halifax entrepre¬ 
neur and long-time boxing 
enthusiast Mickey Mac¬ 
Donald, funds the program 


itself. 

While the club attracts 
boxers from all over the 
city, it’s no coincidence 
that it’s located on Gottin¬ 
gen Street, a gritty thor¬ 
oughfare punctuated by 
small businesses, apart¬ 
ments, government offices, 
a methadone clinic and a 
public libraiy. But despite 
its rough-and-tumble repu¬ 
tation, the street has begun 
to show signs of revitaliza¬ 
tion in recent years. 

Gottingen Street is also 
home to Uniaclce Square, a 
neighbourhood consisting 
of low-income housing 
that has seen its share of vi¬ 
olent crime and drugs. It’s 
also where Cave says he 
spent part of his youth get¬ 
ting into trouble and “try¬ 


ing to be a man while still 
being a kid from a rough 
area.” 

At 14, before Paloolca’s 
existed, Cave says he 
walked into another box¬ 
ing club on a whim. He re¬ 
calls the terrifying rush of 
jumping into the ring for 
the first time, beads of 
nervous sweat forming on 
his skin. 

He also remembers how 
it felt to lose and the pact 
he made with himself to 
never face an opponent un¬ 
prepared again. 

Boxing gave him some¬ 
thing positive to focus on. 

“(I’m) living proof that if 
you do give a kid a chance, 
he can succeed and he can 
become something,” he 
says. THE CANADIAN PRESS

The Halifax Mooseheads 
finally showed they have a 
playoff pulse.

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‘Cricket 
diplomacy’ 
brings India, 
Pakistan 
together 


The decades-old rivalry be¬ 
tween India and Pakistan 
moves back onto the crick¬ 
et pitch today in a match 
that brings the Pakistani 
prime minister to India on 
a rare visit that may even 
nudge the nuclear-armed 
neighbours a step closer to 
peace. 

Amid a surge of good 
will ahead of a blockbuster 
World Cup semifinal, offi¬ 
cials on both sides of the 
border have predicted the 
so-called “gentleman’s 
game” could help renew 
diplomatic co-operation 
and revive peace efforts 
frozen after the 2008 
Mumbai terrorist attacks 
that India blames on Pak¬ 
istan-based Islamist 
militants. 

Love of cricket — 
bequeathed to both coun¬ 
tries by South Asia’s British 
colonial rulers — is one of 
the few things that 
Pakistan and India can usu¬ 
ally agree on, despite a 
long history of mutual ani¬ 
mosity that has fuelled 
three wars since the 
region’s bloody partition of 
1947. 

Ordinary life will stop 
for several hours in both 
countries today as 
hundreds of millions of 
fans tune in to follow the 
India-Pakistan semifinal in 
the northern Indian city of 
Mohali. 

Seizing the moment for 
a bit of sports diplomacy, 
Indian Prime Minister 
Manmohan Singh and his 
Pakistan counterpart 
Yousuf Raza Gilani said 
they would watch the 
match together at Mohali, 
in Singh’s home state of 
Punjab. They will then 
hold talks over dinner, offi¬ 
cials said. 

Few expect any 
breakthroughs beyond 
showing the world that the 
two leaders are willing to 
engage in dialogue. 

“The entire attention of 
the people of the two 
countries will be on the 
match,” said Pakistan’s for¬ 
mer foreign secretaiy, 
Shamsad Khan. “I don’t ex¬ 
pect anyone will have 
much interest in the meet¬ 
ing ... it’s basically chit¬ 
chat.” 

Still, Pakistan — delight¬ 
ed by the invitation — also 
said it would free an Indian 
man imprisoned 27 years 
for alleged espionage. 

The warmer 

atmosphere marks a major 
change from years of gruff 
politics that kept the rivals 
in stalemate and worried 
governments abroad.

The Anaheim city council 
unanimously approved a 
$ 75-million US bond deal 
last night to entice the 
Sacramento Kings to 
relocate to Orange County. 

The city council twice 
voted 5-0 for the measures 
to a round of applause from 
its packed city hall meeting 
room, calling it another 
major step in luring the 
Kings to Honda Center. 

“Anaheim took a giant 
step closer to bringing an 
NBA team to Anaheim and 
the Honda Center,” 
Anaheim Mayor Tom Tait 
said. “I’m thrilled. Actually, 
a better word is stoked.” 

Tait repeatedly empha¬ 
sized the city is borrowing 
no money and has no finan¬ 
cial risk in the deal. Accord¬ 
ing to eveiy Anaheim 
official in the meeting, the 
city is acting as a conduit 
for a private investment by 
Hemy Samueli, the billion¬ 
aire owner of the NHL’s 
Anaheim Ducks. 

Samueli also manages 
the city-owned arena, and 
he’s putting his own money 
into a deal for $25 million 
in upgrades to Honda Cen¬ 
ter including a practice 
court and new locker 
rooms, along with another 
$50 million in moving costs 
that could include 
relocation fees paid to the 
NBA’s other owners. 

Although most city offi¬ 
cials were careful to 
emphasize the bonds could 
be used to move any team, 
not just the Kings, council 
member Kris Murray 
acknowledged the obvious¬ 
ly messy emotions behind 
an apparently clean finan¬ 
cial deal. 

“My heart does go out to 
the Sacramento fans and 
residents,” Murray said. 
“They’re a great team, and I 
know we would be proud 
to have them in our city... I 
hope we come up with 
some creative way to 
replace the cowbell.” 

The well-travelled Kings’ 
move out of the city they’ve 
called home since 1985 still 
is far from a done deal, al¬ 
though this lucrative 
financing deal removes a 
major obstacle for Kings 
owners Joe and Gavin Mal- 
oof. 

The Kings must file for 
relocation by April 18, and 
the NBA’s other 29 owners 
must approve the move by 
majority vote.

Longer, wider, better Sedan is just as good Engine: what’s not to like 


There’s little or no resemblance to the 
somewhat bland and underpowered 2008- 
11 Focus. 

The new version is longer, wider and 
the front and rear wheels are set farther 
apart. Although the sedan’s trunk has 
shrunk a bit, the hatchback provides cav¬ 
ernous stowage, especially with the rear 
seat folded forward. 


Parked alongside its Fiesta relation, the 
Focus looks positively aggressive with its 
wide-open-mouth air intake and more 
planted stance. 

For those who just can’t get with the 
sleelc-loolcing hatchback, the sedan 
version offers a more conservative silhou¬ 
ette. It’s also the only style available if you 
order the price-leader Focus S, which be¬ 
gins at $16,450 (including destination 
charges). 


The standard 2.0-litre four-cylinder engine 
should be to everyone’s liking. Output is 
pegged at 160 horsepower and 146 pound- 
feet of torque. 

That’s 20 more horses and 10 more 
pound-feet than the outgoing 2.0-litre en¬ 
gine had. In the next 12 months, Ford ex¬ 
pects to add a high-output turbocharged 
powerplant option, as well as an all¬ 
electric-powered model.

The days of North Ameri¬ 
cans being one step be¬ 
hind the rest of the world 
seem to be coming to an 
end. 

It was assumed that we 
simply weren’t interested 


in stylish, firm-riding 
hatchbacks that Europeans 
were driving, so they were 
seldom offered here. After 
all, we liked soft, pudgy 
cars with spoilers and plas¬ 
tic body cladding, right? 
We never did, really, but 
that’s what we got. 

The upshot was that our 
Ford Focus was not the 


same as the European Ford 
Focus: not even close. 

But the cost-saving glob¬ 
al-design movement is 
changing the way the 
game is played and many 
excellent European mod¬ 
els are now showing up. 

The 2012 Ford Focus 
and its smaller Fiesta rela¬ 
tion are closely similar to 


models available through¬ 
out the world. The only 
major difference is that a 
four-door sedan body style 
has been added to both 
lineups for our market. As 
well, the Fiesta originates 
from Ford’s Mexico plant, 
while the Focus rolls off 
the assembly line in 
Wayne, Mich. 


The much-improved Fo¬ 
cus shouldn’t be viewed as 
just another econo-com¬ 
pact, but as Ford’s main¬ 
stream model that can be 
outfitted according to taste 
and/or budget. It should al¬ 
so be a treat for anyone 
who appreciates an effi¬ 
ciently packaged car with 
European flavour.

Sultan Qaboos bin Said has 
been the power on the 
throne in Oman for the 
past 40 years. 

During his rule, the Sul¬ 
tanate has evolved into a 
thriving country that ap¬ 
pears blessed with peace 
and tranquility. 

And with nearly one mil¬ 
lion barrels of crude oil per 
day being pumped from be¬ 
neath the Sultan’s royal 
slippers, there’s evidence of 
prosperity nearly every¬ 
where you look. 

In an oddly comparative 
way, Bentley has also un¬ 
dergone a major transfor¬ 
mation. 

Under Volkswagen’s 
ownership since 1998, the 
Crewe, England-based au¬ 
tomaker has evolved from 
producing small batches of 
expensive high-powered 
coaches into a constructor 
of somewhat mass-pro¬ 
duced luxury conveyances. 

Leading this renaissance 
is the Continental GT, a 
four-seat, all-wheel-drive 


coupe that arrived for the 
2004 model year. 

Since then, Bentley has 
sold more than 28,000 
around the world, making 
it by far the most successful 
model built since Walter 
Owen Bentley founded the 
company in 1919. 

Commenting on the 
company’s previous mon¬ 
ey-losing history, Bentley 
engineering head Ulrich 
Eichhorn says that “the 
Continental GT saved Bent¬ 
ley.” 

With its first-rate high¬ 
ways, moderate 30 degrees 
C winter climate and stun-

ning coastal, mountain and 
desert scenery, Oman is an 
excellent backdrop to 
showcase the updated GT’s 
formidable capabilities. 

Parked on the polished 
marble entranceway to 
Muscat’s appropriately 
named Shangri-La hotel, 
the 2012 GT appears little 
changed from the previous 


coupe. 

A close inspection re¬ 
veals slightly more pro¬ 
nounced fenders and a 
reshaped trunk lid. 

To create these intricate 
panels, Bentley employs a 
process called Aluminum 
Super Forming that applies 
both heat and air pressure 
to a sheet of lightweight 
aluminum alloy. 

The GT’s signature 
chromed mesh grille sits 
slightly more upright and 
the restyled headlamps are 
now ringed by small Light 
Emitting Diode (LED) day¬ 
time running lights. 


At the opposite end, the 
LED taillights blend 
smoothly into the haunch¬ 
es and the twin oval 
tailpipes have been 
widened to emphasize the 
coupe’s slightly wider 
stance. 

The front-to-rear power 
allocation is set at 40:60 for 
normal driving conditions, 
but the AWD system will 
immediately adjust that ra¬ 
tio if either the front or rear 
traction becomes compro¬ 
mised. 

Along with delivering 
wide, thrust-induced grins, 
the GT can hustle through 
tight comers as if being 
magnetically held to the 
pavement, which is certain¬ 
ly surprising given the car’s 
heft and physical size. 

If one was blessed with 
about $210,000 to spend on 
personal transportation, 
this Bentley’s absolute luxu- 
ly and take-no-prisoners 
performance would easily 
match any driving enthusi¬ 
ast’s penchant for the auto¬ 
motive good life. 

It’s a formula for Bent¬ 
ley’s progress, in a country 
that appreciates it.

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HIPPIE ICON READY TO ROLL AGAIN 



Far out! Groovy! Right 
on! Let it all hang out 
even! Because VW ap¬ 
pears finally ready to 
re-introduce its iconic 
Microbus, the official 
vehicle of hippie-ness. 

V W introduced 
a Microbus 
concept, sim¬ 
ply called ‘Mi¬ 
crobus ’ for 
the 2001 De¬ 
troit auto show. Everyone 
seemed to like it, but VW 
obviously didn’t 
green light it for 
production, unless 
I’ve had too much 
to dream this last 
decade, and 
somehow 
missed it. 

But at last 
month’s Gene¬ 
va auto show, 

VW 

introduced an¬ 
other 

Microbus con¬ 
cept, this time 
called ‘Bulli’ and 
the chances are better 


than average that we will 
see a production-based 
version of this design in a 
few years. 

When the original vehi¬ 
cle debuted in 1950 it was 
internally known as T1 — 
for Transporter 1. But Ger¬ 
mans always called it ‘Bul¬ 
li’ and North Americans 
always called it ‘Microbus’. 
I think at this point it 
responds to either name, 
but I’m sticking with 
Microbus. 

Unlike the 2001 
concept, this new concept 


is compact — shorter even 
than its 1950 predecessor. 
Judging by its current 
dimensions, it appears 
production versions would 
be based on a new 
compact platform, which 
will see the light of day 
next year on the third-gen¬ 
eration Audi A3. 

But tidy as it is, it still 
seats six, via two bench 
seats. The seats all fold 
down to create a 
“sleeping” area — so the 
Microbus’ camping tradi¬ 
tions will continue. 


Another novel interior 
feature is a removable i- 
Pad in the centre console, 
which serves as a 
multifunctional touch 
screen and lava lamp 
stand-in. 

With A3 architecture, a 
production version could 
use any number of the 
company’s powertrains. 
The concept’s powertrain, 
however, is 100 per cent 
electric. A front-mounted 
85lcW electric motor and 
401cWh lithium-ion 
battery drives the front 
wheels, and is said to give 
Bulli a range of about 300 
km. 

Acceleration and top 
speed should be 
leisurely, which is 
entirely in 
keeping 
with the 
Microbus 
legacy. 
The 
1950 
model 
had a 
40-hp 
rear- 
mounted 
engine and 


the aerodynamics of a 
Home Depot garden shed. 

But it had personality 
and versatility galore and 
all sorts of people — hip¬ 
pie and otherwise — loved 
them. 

Even with its front-en¬ 
gine layout, the Microbus 
concept manages to evoke 
the vibe of the original, 
particularly when looking 
at the vehicle head on. 

Like the original, the con¬ 
cept uses two-tone paint to 
create the van’s signature 
“V” face, complete with an 
oversized “VW” emblem. 

A VW board member 
said there is a “big chance” 
the vehicle will be built, 
and that the U.S. market is 
keen on it. To keep costs 
competitive, when VW 
sells smallish vehicles in 
North America it tends to 
build them there as well. 
So building a North Ameri¬ 
can Microbus might entail 
quite a bit of investment. 

But never say never. As 
that eloquent hippie, Ken 
Kesey, once said: “The six¬ 
ties are not over; they’re 
not over until the Fat Lady 
gets high.”

Crash safety is key 
for hybrid vehicles

Once a rare sight, hybrids 
are now pretty much con¬ 
sidered “everyday” vehi¬ 
cles, and they’ll soon be 
joined by several others, 
including plug-in hybrids, 
extended-range and elec¬ 
tric vehicles. 

These models all con¬ 
tain large batteries and 
high-voltage cables, but 
that shouldn’t be cause for 
alarm. Not only are they 
safe to drive, but they pose 
no more hazard in a crash 
than a conventional gaso¬ 
line-powered car. 

“There are a number of 
safeguards built into them 
to make sure that when 
you’re driving it, you’re 
safe,” says Sandy Di Felice, 
director of external affairs 
for Toyota Canada. 

“Part of what we did, 
when we launched the 
Prius back in 2000, was to 
take an industry-leading 
position and coordinate 
with emergency respon¬ 
ders to create training pro¬ 
tocols that would help 


train emergency response 
staff.” 

Hybrid safety in a crash 
is a combination of the 
safeguards built into the 
vehicle, and the training 
and procedures used by 
emergency response per¬ 
sonnel. 

Hybrid safety is engi¬ 
neered into the vehicle 
from its inception. High- 
voltage cables are routed 
away from areas where 
first responders normally 
work, and they are 
sheathed in metal casings 
and colour-coded with 
bright, standardized 
colours. They have mecha¬ 
nisms that shut down the 
power in case of emer¬ 
gency, and the sealed bat- 


teiy contains a gel rather 
than a liquid to minimize 
leaks. 

These safety features 
protect emergency person¬ 
nel, technicians who work 
on the cars, and even vehi¬ 
cle owners who may poke 
around the car’s inner 
workings. 

Di Felice says that it 
would actually be chal¬ 
lenging for someone to 
overcome the safety fea¬ 
tures. 

Emergency personnel 
work with automakers to 
understand how all vehi¬ 
cles are built, what safety 
and wiring features they 
contain, and the safest 
way to dismantle them 
when necessary.

ic check to be certain. 

Additionally, some own¬ 
ers report faster-than- 
expected wear of 
consumable parts — in¬ 
cluding tires and brakes, 
and to a lesser degree, sus¬ 
pension components. 
Though the longevity of 
these parts is largely sub¬ 
ject to driving style and lo¬ 
cale, a check over of the 
used Rio’s consumable 
parts is highly advised, too. 

Note that the Rio uses a 
timing belt system to con¬ 
trol camshaft timing — 
and that the belt needs to 
be replaced regularly be¬ 
fore it fails. 

Letting the Rio’s timing 
belt fail will stop the en¬ 
gine dead in its tracks and 
may cause catastrophic 
damage. 

Ensure the timing belt 
in the model you’re con¬ 
sidering isn’t overdue for a 
change. 

In light of several re¬ 
ports of premature timing 
belt failure, changing the 
belt ahead of schedule 
isn’t a bad idea. 

The Verdict 

With the availability of re¬ 
maining warranty cover¬ 
age, low residual values 
and relatively decent relia¬ 
bility, a healthy used Kia 
Rio looks to be a fairly sol¬ 
id used car bet.
